Fassenger Train Wreck 


St. Louis, Mo., August 5 
Mrom thirty-five to forty pers 
sons were killed and at least 
sixty injured when Missouri 
Pacific fast train known as 
number four, crashed into a 
local passenger train at Sul- 
phur Springs, : 26 miles south of 
here, at 7:30. p.m. tonight, ac- 
icording to an official bulletin 
issued by the Missouri Pacifie 
here shortly before midnight. 

Four rear coaches of the lo- 
eal train, known as number 82) 
were telescoped, the bulletin 
announced. The accident oc- 
curred at the railroad station, 
where the local passenger train 
had stopped ‘to take water. 
Mngineer Glenn, on the fast 
train, was instantly killed, 
while his fireman, J. E. Tinsley, 
was badly injured, 

Most of the injured, it was 
said, were Boy Scouts who 
were returning from their sum- 
mer camp at Ivonton, Mo., 
tbout 100 miles south of the 
scene of the disaster. 

The names of the dead are 
ne known and many are said 

r>h rave been so badly mangled 
hat identification would be al- 
‘nost impossible. Relief trains 
‘rom here, Poplar Bluff and De 
Soto were sent to the scene of 
she wreck, carrying all physi- 
sians available from the towns 
iid cities along the route. The 
celiet train from Poplar Bluff 
Was manned by union men now 
on strike, who offered their 
services when the vepart of the 
disaster reached that town. 

Because of the confusion and 
the debris, the relief work was 
greatly hindered and only 
slowly could the injured be 
taken from the wreck kage. 
Among the first of the dead to 
be taken from the demolished 
coaches were Rev. V. O. Penley 
of Desoto, Mo., Miss lrene 
Moon, of Festus, Mo., and En- 
gineer Glenn. One of the 
coaches was thrown into a 
creek which runs along the 
track and was completely de- 
molished.
